Proſpera prudenter : A diſcreet moderation is as ne- 
cefſary inthe ſmiles , as the frowns of fortune: to endure 
the laft with a well governed patience, # the way 6 van- 
quiſh her : and to abide ſecure in confidence of perpetaall 
good ſucceſſe, is not ſeldome whe canſe of utter loſſe often 
, of jeopardy. The happy event of the Prince of 0- 
rangehis travels before Breda, had filled the hearts 
of the people under the Government of the united 
States, with joy; andthe Catholike Kings Allyes 
with emulation ; T he lofle of fo important a place, 
was not eaſllier digefted, andthe Spaniſh men of 
warre, expected an opportunity, to recover ſome 
thing which bcing added to their late prizes of 
Venloe and Ruremund, might counterpoylethe loſle 
at Bred; OfFob.16.26,was the day,which preſented 
the occaſion which was undertaken prudently, pro- 
ſecured valiantly,and might have ended'gloriouſly, 
had not the Epimerhean wits of the Statiſh Garciſon 
been better then their Promethean. It was then a day 
An Ar.ſaughe Of jollity at Rhinberck, (alittle but ſtrong pecce in 
_— the Frontiers of Gelderl ind) for joy of the Prince 

his late atchievment : the bonfires made the night 
{eeme as glorious as day, the great Ordnance thun- 
dred out a Proclamation of triumphant vicory , 
the ſouldiers and inhabitants kept Revels and fea- 
fling, and as if there had been no enemy neer them, 
and after their feeding, liy downe to fleepe. The 
Spaniſh Garriſons of Gnelders , -Genvep, Ruremund, 
Fenlo, and other places upon the Maze,conjeQuring 
whatthe iſſue of that dayes froliking might be,mu, 
ſered up 1500 men, and armed with Petardsand 
{ch likeinſtrumems,, marched. up thither-wardto 
{urprizethe City, Each 
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Each circumſtance anſwered their hopes taertaben 
for exccution of the Enterprize ; the Lord of »pon -=_ 
Wynbergen was the perſon to whoſe care the SO 


cultody and government of the Towne was 
deputed. He was then abſent from his charge, 
and his abſence was no ſmall encouragement 
to the undertakers : Common men will aſſume 
more liberty when their prime Commander is away then 
they dare think of while he i withthem : The darknes 
of the night concealed their approches, and the 
loud reports of the Canon,and out-ſtretched ſhours 
of the people, their ations, An artificiall bridge, 
was laid over one part of the outward Moat; anda 
pile of bruſh-wood and bul-ruſhes dammed up an- 
other;the Canons were ready to play, and the cne- 
my toenter, yet nothing was ſuſpeRed, much leſle 
DR by the Garriſon and inhabitants. How 
ppy a prelage was this of their wiſhed end? their 
counſels hitherta found no reluQancy , in a till ft- 
lence they ſtood armed to givethe aſſault, till the 
triumphs being paſt, and as till a filence inthe 
Town , as waSobſervedinthe Army , gave the aſ- 
laylants ſome evidence, that then was their time 
tor ation, The word was given, and cach man con- 
formed himſclf to an aRiyc obedience. The aſſault 
was made with ſuch. violence,that one of the gates, 
which was made only for the ingreſſe and egrefle of 
friends, was therby become under thecommandof 
the enemies. Heere only was the rub which ſtayed 
the race of their conqueſt, the draw- bridge wasup, 
and that being wanting Rtopt them intheir full carg 
reer. But it only hindred their ſpeed,and could ny

(thus farre fortugare) beginning, True valexr is not 
heartleſſe upon each diſadvantage, and aright ſouldicy 
accounts it his honous to encoumer with difficulties, 

Though the way was thus hedged up, yet on they 
went, but not with ſuch ſpeed as they intended, nor 
with that happineſfe, which their hopes had promi- 
fed. The aftault was diſcovered thenby a Sentinel, 
whoſe fear made the danger greater then it was, his 
throat proclayming the ſtate of the Town to bepaſt 
danger,asalready in the abſolute power of the Enc. 
my. The Citizensſtood like amazed mcn,and were 
ready to buy their lives, with the voluntary ſurrens 
dry of their goods to the victor, only the Lievte- 
nant Governours heart fainted not, hee made good 
uſe of the little breathing time , the yawane of the 
rice had given him,beat up the Alarum, drewup 
his Companiestogether, and wiſcly ordering hus 
half diſtraRed men, who by his example took freſh 
courage, fell uponthe Enemy with an.impetuous 
violence, when having ſcaled the walls, hee ganto 
cry vithoria. 

The end crowneth the work : had the concluſion bin 


pointed bip- anfſwerable to the premiſes, tht Governour of Gel- 


prly. 


dersthe cure. adyenturer in this expedition had 
got much more profit, by the Cataſtrophe thenglo- 
ry by his well adviſed Enterprize, Weſef had bin 
blocked up, though no Enemy appeared in the 
field; the Spexiſh Garriſons had incucledit ,, nox 
could it have received relicf from the States conve- 
miently. The valour and vigilance of the Lieytcnant

. then affronts of their foes) and in copclufion, with 


the loſſe of his own life, and 6e of his men, repulſed 
the bcſieger withthe lavghter of ſome hundreds of 
his men , and many pritoners leaving the name of 
Wike(ſo was he called)more glorious after his death 
[cn ie-was in bis life by dying viRoriouſly., 

Yet nor his valour nor fate wasSall, to which the 
Towa was obliged, for this deliverance. Some 0- 
ther zccidents intercided, which forwarded, if not 
perfeRed it. The Spaniſh Canon was not good, two 
old Peeces were planted to ſcoure the ſtreets, when 
the Gare was laid open, and thoſe(crafie thiggs)u 
onthe firſt diſcharging, fell on pieces: and then,the 
'noyſe of the Guns within the Towh being heard at 
Feſel, not above four Engliſh miles thence diſtant, 
lome companies were {ent out with 3 Drums,to af- 
fiſttheirconfederates which according to direRion 
beating the marches of 3 ſeverall Nations diſhear- 
terited the Spaniards from preſuraing too far, as not 
knowing what Enemy might be behindethem,and 
ſo caufedthemto leave thcir weapons, to ſavetheir 
perſons, their Petards, Granadoes, Pikes, Halberts, 
Harquebuſſes, of crocks, arid other military inſtru- 
ments, -becing thts made a prey to the viRorious

Stratagems in warre are like goodly houſes in eminent 
Cities,one is but the model of another. This de 
of the Spaniſh garriſons was the pattern of SE 
to the Statiſts of Maſiricht, againſt the little city of 
Hansyis, which was undertaken as adviſedly as the 
other,and cnded more happily,though not proſecu- 
ted ſocagerly. 

Their intentions were different , as their iflues : 
theſe laſt adventurers /had no Yeligne upon the 
place, which defircd neutrality, but upon four com- 
panies of Spaniſh foot and horſc,which were thruſt 
upon the city as Preſidiaries, whom the duke of Be« 
villon intended to ſurpriſe by onſlanght, agd to_ms 
ſtore the City to its antient liberty, To this purpoſe 
the fifth of November new ſtile, withall the Caval- 
lery,and ſome firc-lockes drawne of cach company 
in thegarriſon, nine out of each companies , under 
two Captaines, three licytenantsand threeenſignes, 
armed with petards and hand granadocs, hee matr- 
ched about cight at night towards the city,which li- 
cth in little Byab4»# upon the fronticrs of the Biſhop 
of Liege,and arrived there the next morning before 
day. His approxch was {uſpeRted by the ſentinell, 
but not knowne perfeRly : the Watchman heard a 
noyſe, and called his Corporall , who comming 
fro m the Corps dugard,and liftnipg a while in vain 
fora better information, (the army upon the ſenti- 
nels word keeping ſtrict ſilence) returned, checking 
the ſcout for his vaine feare,which he concluded to 


have troubled his fancy with an ungrounded ſuſpi- 


tionofan approching enemy. F acilt credimus quod 


volumus, Mens under fandings are ofien fookd by their 
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Oftarvences in the Netherlands, p 
corruptible appetite 5 which preſenting things to the 
lence otherwile than they are, deludcth the reaſon, 
and by a falſe conception produceth a Phrygian 
Monſter, too late repentance, The departure and 
ſecurity of the corporall was not hid from the 
camp, which preſently ſcaled the walls, opened the 
gates,tcll aponthe weake corps du gard, of which 
they ſlew ſome; and tooke others priſoners, to the 
great amaſement of the ſoldiers, who fortheir ſafe. 
ty, with Pricfts ranne into the church-yard, church 
and ſteeple, The church & hallowed groundabout 
it prooved a fanuary to thoſe. which had retyred 
thither, they deſired quarter and hadiit. But the 
ſteeple could not ſecurethem within , the Prieſts 
unwilling to yeeld,jangled the bells asina common 
combuſtion, hoping by that meanesto call in ſome 
of their neighbouring allyes to their ſuccour , and 
not depend upontheir cacmics mercys But whileſt 
they thus fatter themſelves with help fromabroad, 
death attendsthem from within, ten barrels of gun-- 
pouder placed inthe tower asin a ſtore-houſe(whe. 
ther caſually. or otherwiſe it is uncertaine ) taking 
fire, and blowing upthe prieſts and ſeveaty others, 
which were fled chither with them. 
he next day the duke returned:to Maftriche, 
waited upon by an-hundred and cighty ſoldiers pri- 
ſoners,two and forty borſesand their equipage,one

I would not have rehearſed but upon the occaſion 
following) weretheſe, That all the Prieſts ſhould 
march away with the commander,officers and ſoul- 
diexs. That no Burger of what quality ſoever ſhould 
depart. Thatthole which went away ſhould have

The breachof the ſecond article had like to have 
expoſcd all to the conquerors metcy : Arich mer. 
ohant was found in the waggons,and thereupon the 
convoy pillaged them, and brought both hum and 
the reſt backe as priſoners to Fryberg. 

Thus captain /#h» Srot relates this accident : but 
aletter dire ed to Rhinackey from duke Bern, (the 
copy whereof have ſcen both in'French & Durch) 
expreſſerh more : take it thus abſtracted : 

Yours,dated at Briſack, April 6,16. I have recei- 
ved ; wherein you complaine of an abuſe done to 
the garriſon of Freyberg at their departure, and de- 
fire areleaſc of the priloners belonging to your re- 
eiment. A copy of the accord I have ſent you here 
incloſed,by which you may perceive that Colonel 
Eſber the late Governor there brake it inthe begin- 
ning ; firſt becauſe in the ariicles he hid no colours 
and ſtandards, yet he cauſed font to be caried away 
before the garriſon, Secondly, rhe garriſon ſhould 
not pillage the towne, yet he tooke away the townl. 
mens horſes, plundered the cloyſters, and mounted 
the cavallicrs which wanted horſes, upon the _ 
2 ers 
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hers beaſts. Thirdly , their defire to carry away 
ſome cattell, was expugned and denied by us , yet 
they attempted to drive away many. Fourthly, That 
ſuch as had run away from our army with their hor- 
ſesand armes,ſhould abide therein: yet contrary to 
theaccord, they were not onely concealed in the 
waggons, their cloathes being changed,and ſhuffled 
away over the wall, but the Imperialliſts got upon 
their horſes and would have ſtollen them away,and 
this cauſed a broile betwixt the convoy and the gar- 
riſon,and the reducement of the Czlarians to cap- 
tivity, | ; 
Ie was a fairc anſwer,and reliſhed as much of mi- 
litary juſtice,as bis after at did of gracezhe ſet them 


at liberty withoutranſom,meekly blaming the con. - 


voy,and adviſing Eſcher to uſe more ſincerity in ob. 
ſerving the tearmes of capitulation. 

The city was wonne,and now hee adviſeth how 
ro keepe it : firſt hee layd into it the red Regiment,

K anefky having according to the dukes.dire&- 
ons 
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ons commanded out a party towards Briſack,ſixe of 5 regiments of 


his cavallicrs {purring up before the avantgard, fell 

nthe place where our Iriſh Butler, newly come 
from the French-County., lay with his Infantery, 
conſiſting of fifteen hundred men dividedinto 5 re- 
giments,lay intrenched neer Briſack. The governor 
Rhinacker tor want of proviſions being unwilling to

99 | 
nat ceaſing and the waters deſcending to a place cal- 
led Tegs they commanded the roms retire, 
that the Soldiers leaving their Tears ingood order 
might be retreſhed-: By which meanes' the valley 
became ſo deſolate, that they much feared the Ene- 
my would {alley forth upon thoſe which remained 
behind thus hatazzed and wearied:with the rigour 
and. cxcreamity of the weather, - | 

The foulneffe of the weather overjoyed the Fne- 
my,which chence concluded, that God affifted them 
againſt the Spaniards, arming the Heavens to croffe 
their incentions : and to this purpoſe, che Prince of 
Coxae ſent a Cartell torhe Governor of Fowterabie, 
the ſumme whereof was, That ro ſhew himſelfe a 
mexccifull and Catbelick Prince hee adviſed bim to 
rcader the place; offering himchat honorable Quar- 
ter, which could no wayes impeach his Honor who 
had ſo leng maintained the, place, and fo valiantly, 
and that the rather becauſe althope of ſaccours was 
now taken from him,the Generals being already re. 
tired ; and that hee was notignorant of his watit of 
Soldiers, ammunition, and Vicuals, by which the 
befieged ſhould be enforced to yeeld : which ifrhey 
refuled todoe of their owne accord, they would be 
expoſed xo the edge of the Sword, the Commander 
ſhould be made ſhorter by the head, 'and the reft u- 
ſed with ſuch cruelries as happen in caſes of afſaule, 
the Officers nor beingable (though willing) to re- 
ſtraine the tury of their Soldiers, 

Don Doming Leguiaa Knight of Biſcay they Go- 
vernor of Fonterabie , anſwered well inthe cou- 
: O 2 'Þ rage 
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rage of a great Souldier, as the Geritilizz1 of a Conr- 
tier, approving the adviſe, and returning due thinkes 
for the offered curteſte and counſel : but-in the 
point of impoſſibility of ſuccours thee wes riot dif- 
hacted chere being neneceſlity thereof, nor himſelfe 
being leſſe confideatto keepe the place then he was 
before, being already provided and abundantly fur- 
niſhed of all things whereof his Excellency ſuppo- 
ſed him to be deftitute, and for the point of looſin 
his Had, hee was confident no ſuch diſaſter coule 
befall him,reſolying rather to dye like a 'yaliant Sol- 
dier, then ro becomea Priſoner and haye'his head: 
cit off, and what hce believed impoſſible to winne 
he had no cauſe to feaxe, his prefidiarie Soldiers be. 
ing reſolved to oppole the yalour of the Beficgers. 

The Prince of Conde being moved with rhis an- 
(were,cauſed 3 aſſaults to bemade; in which divers 
of che French were ſ[:ins, and vpon Satwrday the 4- 
of September New ſtile, they advanced ſo farre as 
withia 30 footc ofthe height ofthe wall, butt 
were all {laine two excepted, which infeQed thoſe 
which (ſhould have beaten them* on and ſeconded 
them, with ſuch a contagion of feare,that they for- 
bare to aſfaultthe Gariſon, 

The Admirall the Archbiſhop of Burdeavx al- 
fiſted with 30-other Biſhops came thither alſo, who 
bindred che importation of any ſuccors into the Ci- 
ty by Sea: and. hee ſecing the place not ſurrendred 
afrer ſo many afſaulcs ,told the Prince of Conde that 
he appear'dan unexpcrienced Souldier, to make (0 
many aſſaykes from rhe Baletta with fo- ſmall repu- 


tation,

tation, intimating that he would haye the place af. 
faulted vpen the Birth of our Lady, by ' 4 of the 
clocke in the morning,bat the Prince oppoled fry. 
ing, that the Arch. biſhop was Generallat Sea, and 
that ir did not concerne him to intermeddle with 
the affuires by Land. Hereopon enſued more con- 
tention occaſioned by the Duke,and d” Eſperney fi- 
ding with the Archbiſhop : and vpon the overture 
the Prince of Conde haſted to renew the affault for 
the reſpe& he gaue the Archbiſhop : bur his High. 
neſſe enrring into 2 more ſerious conſideration, and 
judging(not without reaſon)of thevariousevents of 
Warre, eſpecially our men being couragious, and 
well fortified, intending to difingage himfelfe from 
the obligation wherin he was involved, in an angry 
moode replyed to the Archbiſhop,that being gene= 
rall at $:ait did not concern him rogiue the aſfanle 
by Land, and that he would not looſe the glory of 
the afautt which properly belonged to his place; 
Toappeaſ al},hisHighneſſe prepared a mine which 
he intended to ſpring vpon'the Vigill of our Lady, 
and placed therein 29. barrels of Gan-powder, by 
which no doubt a great part of the wall would 
hane fallen, ir being torne by other mines and bat- 
teries : To effcR it the Archbiſhop commanded 

out the ableſt Souldiours in the Nauy, and promi- 
ſed 4000 Doblons ſhould be deſtributed amongſt 

the adycnturous which ſhould firſt make rhe aſſaulc 
the maſt couragiouſly and readily. The afſault was 
made in 4 places, the French being confident thar 
th?

Hitherto God was pleaſed thar wee ſhould ſuf- 
fer,butivpon Swdeyat 5.0f the clocke the raine cca- 
ſed and the weather holding vp, our Generals pla- 
ced all their forces inthe ſame poſture wherin they 
had beene formerly ranged a League from the Ene- 
my.

Tac avleſt Souldiours were diſpoſed itathe moſt 
eminent places,that the Enemy might norbee able 
co.cur off ur forces. On the other fide of Ir#a mar- 
ched Don Pedro Giron with. 2000 men, the moſt of 
them Caſti{ians with the Campe-maſter'-Sebaſtias 
Grezers Generall of the Artillery, anda txoope of 
Horſe to pofleſſe the moſt emineat places about 
Ir#»,2nd to hinder the ſuccours which might come 
fromany of the French Quarters at Foxtar4bie, We 
that wereCapuchns devided our fclyes into 4.parts 
diſtributing our ſelves with our companies of the 
Religious which were thea there, | 

In this poſture we ad vanced towards the Enemy 
Id front the fame day by 4 of the clock inthe after- 
noone, and the Marqueflc of Mo714r4 immediately 
exyned the aſcent of the hill whereof hee had beene 
Mafter before but had then willingly abandoned, 
and now compatſſing the little hill above,he gayned 
the eminent places untill he approched within Muſ- 
ket fhot of the Enemies trenches, from whence. hee 
received ſome round charges. The Horſe and 7#ifb 
wheeled to the left hand towards the Sea to {ecure 
themſelves from the offence of theEnemy which lay 
behind the kill, 

The Marquis of Torrecaſa imtacdiatly ſcated hing- 

ſelfe inthe ſecure place below the Hil),after hee had 


gainzd two Quarters from the Enemy over _— a 
\ ol 
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Redoubt ſcituated at-the end of the Trench,which 
was the greateſt Foreification the Enemy had. His 
croopes immediatly affaul&#d their Enemies, ſome 
with Pikes, others with Swerd and Target, and 0- 
chers with Muskets, which brake into a erqope of 
French Horſe, forcing them twiceto recoyle ; But 
the Camp-Maſter Generall drawing up the Corllers 
cauſed his Companies to renew their charges, and 
joyning their Musketiers together,they charged 
the Enemy ſo forcibly that he was not able to cn- 
dure the afſault,bur gaue ground, 


Inthis ficſt encounter foure or 6 mencntred the Re- 
doubt fighting like Lyons, but rhe Enemy overmar- 
ching them in number enforced them to retire. Bue 
vee returned with ſuch fury to the aſſault of the 
Redoubt, that havipg killed many French wee res 
gayned the place at the very point of the For. 
rification, and though they were many and well 
defended with artificiall and intricate trenches, 
and a ditch of yery great depth, yet they abandoned 
the place, 


The Enemies Campe remeved it ielfe a Musket 
ſhor,the Horſe beforc,and the Foote behind: whers 
they ſtood amazed whilſt you willrepeate the 
Creed 6 times, determining as farreas wee could 
perceiue to beate us backe,driving them back out of 


the Redoubt,and aſſaulting usby troopes. But our 


ca being Maſters of the place grew ſo couragious. 
| inRant, 
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they charged them ſo roundly , that they were 
enforced to turne their backes with much lofſe 
ar one inſtant, none of the Frewch appearing a- 
live in their Treaches, but leauing many dead 
thercin ,. and ſome Canons, of a middle {ize 
wherewith they had much cndamaged us, Our . 
forces followed the chaſe. Some of the Enemies

then ordinary becauſe of the waters : wee 
flew many of them when they were up to the 
middle in water, when they who had enrered the 
ſmall Boates and could nat row againſt the Tide 
rendred. themſelves, and with folded hands and 
mournfull yoices,cryed Yive le Roy de Eſpagne, God 
quarter for Gods ſake: Our Compaaies haſtncd to- 
wards the Seain extreame danger tothe judgement 
of all beholders to doe our Chriſtian duties ia re- 
lieving the aflied, and it was our great good hap, 
that in (ogreat hazard wherein wee were inyolved 
our people having lefle refiftance then the poore 
French, weeexerciſed our Charity tothe comfort 
of thoſe that were at the pointe of. death - Tholſc 
which fled cowards Ir@» wee could not purſue, bur 
if wee had bur ſtepped their way onely with, 200 
Muſquetiers, without doubt they hed becnc-all cur 
in pecces or become our Priſoners, which was im- 
poſlible to fore-ſee,we not imagining te have obcai- 


ned ſo notable a Vietory , our counſels oncly rea- 
P ding 
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ding to relicuc the Port, not ſuſpcRing that ſo 
puiſſant an Enemy, ſo well fortified in his Tren- 
ches would ſo ſoone turne his backe, though ma- 
ny of them drowned themſclves in the paſſage 
of Bobia. | 

Thoſe of Fontarabiecould not (alley forth, ing X 
reduced to ſoſmall a number, which neverthcleſle 
ifthey had done, no doubt they had mad-a very 
great ſlaughter. 


Our Generals wet together about 5.of the clock 
inthe afrernoone, and entred Forterabie , where 
they were received with incredible joy by a people 
which that day and before had endured ſo many 
broyles and toyles, and had ſpent all the mor, 
ning in viewing the Hills a farre off, to ſee whe- 
eher the expeRed ſuccours would come ; and. 
were almoſt paſt hope , becauſe they could de. 
{cry no part of them, 


The Lords Generals, like moſt devout Catha- 
like Princes , went inſtantly to expreſle their pi- 
ous acknowledgement of ſo graat a Vitory, and 
ſang To Dewn , which though it was not atten- 
ded with the greater Maſicke, was done with 
greater Zeale and affeRion, Drummes, Trumpets, 
and Artillery, beeing not neceſſary for ſuch a 
Solemairy, 


Their devotions ended , the Lords Generals, 
"ye ſalured 
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ſaluted the inhabitants with moſt loving embrace- 
ments,thanking them in the name of his Catholike 
Majeſty, for their conſtant Loyalty, by which they 
had pleaſed God, and defended their King, and 
Country. 


Dow Pearo de Giri had order te make no aſſault 
ypon the French Campe, till 4 of the clocke in the 
morning of our Lady Day , but the Enemy fled 
that Night, and concealed his flight by many falſe 
fires. They left bchind them mach warlike pro- 
vifion, 1mmunition apparell and riches, not bur- 
ning the baggage as they jntended, and Dow Padre 
eight without refiſtance have poſſeſſed himſelfe of 
Iras in the morningif heg had followed ir, 


Hee that did beſt for gayning this vikory, was 
the Marqueſſe De Torrecuſs, with the Naverroyes 
and Neapolitens, Coneerning the Particular, Ca- 
vallieres I can ſay little moſt of them becing un- 
knowne to mee. Some affirme, that Dow Frep- 
Ciſco de Garro was the firſt, whichentred into the 
Enemies Trenches, other ſay the Earle of Xeviers 
thengh he was beaten out againe by the blow of an 
Halberr,which had undoubtedly flaine him had nor 
his Gorpet ſaved him. Captaine Pedrs de Mara- 
vids Knight of the order of Saint 7ewes cntred al- 
ſo into the ſame Redoubt, whence he brought away 
2 French Colours having flaine the Enſigne in fight 
ofthe whole Army, others reportthe ficſt that = 
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tred to have beene Don [nan D' Eques a Knight of 
Navarre, andthat a Neapolitane of Y atentia Charged 
very brauely: 


There were ſlaine of the French 1200,which were 
ſcene floating upon the Sea, moſt of thera men of 
qualiry as it ſcemeth by their outward Habit; wee 
loſt nor maty;the generall vote is not above thirty, 
yet the Lord Admirall faith more, nor had we ma- 
ny wounded. The Prifoners taken that day were 
above 1000, and the number increaſcth daily, ms 
my which had hid themſelves in Brakes and Thic- 
kers, being compelled abroad by Hunger, Itis 
faid, there were 50 of the Freach Nobility wan- 
ting; but that is ſcarce credible. A French Trum- 
pet came into our Army the Friday following, w 
affirmed, they had loſt 6 thouſand men : and being 
demanded what the French conceived of the Spa« 
aiards, hee anſwered ; the Spaniſh are {proſe , 
akd the French wane Government : which hee 
meant S__——_—_ of thoſe. which betrayed the Cauſe 
by their feare and Gght; for they could not bee 
ignotant, that their Forces then conſiſted of two 
and twenty thonfand Foot, 00s Horſe, fifty good 
Ships 'wdt provided, and that « re-enforcement of 
6000 meti was cxpeRed daily from Baiove 2 the 
Spaniſh Army coafiſting oncly of. 3000 Foot, and 
five hundred Horſe, more or lefle, and the Enc- 
my being fortified , and wee having no place of 
Rrength, how could ſe ſhamefull a flight, and ſo 
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glorious a Viftory bee expeAed £ The Booty 


was great, and the 'pillage:-was increaſed, "theF- 


nemy vyainely conceiving {according tothe reta-

They cane to the Siege :wevy rich in;Place ; 
Gold, coſt|y Lodgings, Pavillions very curiouſly 
wrought, Cabinets, and orher precious [furni- 
ture. . Wee ſcized the Wardrobe of the” Prince 
of Conde_p, 'whicreia' wet found much' and very 
rich. coamelled Plate, abd adnoft' rick >Enfigae 
of the Order,” which was'of ſuch cftimacion, that 
the next day hee (ent a Tramperer to the Adimnj- 
rall of Cfile_, intreating him to returac the 
Platc and the Golden Fleece and: hee would allow 
the true worth thereof forthe fame;'' The Arch- 
Biſhop of Zerdeaxx wardrobe aiſo they: ſeized, 
and part of his owae wearing & |,;-and'the 
foure thouſand Deablowe which hoe ? romiſed ro 
deliver amongft his Souldicrs; ro: eacourage 'rhem 
fo the affavult.

It:is thought hce wis preſent in the Cam 
the tinic ef the skirmiſh, and it is not knowne 
hee eſcaped. Becauſe hee fallsnot downerewatds 
the Sex, it is thought hee betooke himſclic to the 
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Cirtadcll of Saint E/me,from whence the next dx 

it-ywwas-obſerved the French vayled their ſayles ha- 
ving given fire.to their CittadeH, cloyed it with 
Artillery. Their Muskets, Harquebuſes, and Pikes 
were all Icft in the place being roo heauy to bearc 
2way and a_ hinder their eſcape. Their caſfocks 
of Skarict,and other of fineſt cloth with the orders 
of the Hply-G hoſt: were very many.

-The Enſignes pained from the enemy wereabout 


2 hundred, though the Admirall had not ſo many, 
many of them were inthe bands of. patticular per- 
ſons, deſirous toplace them in their ſeverall coun- 
treyes, as Trophics oftheir.Vidtory : notwithſian- 
ding the old fouldiers made.no account of them, 
faying, they would only place in their Countreyes 
thoſewhich-were takenand wonne from the hands 
of: the enemy. The pieces of Artillery which were 

left, duringthe Siege, were 23, and many ofthem 

Spaniſh, with the Armes and Names of the my 
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of Spaine: others affirme that. there were many 

more left , they left there /alfo; many bartels of 
powder, and about three hundred Granadees,which 
made ſuch ſpoyle within Fonrerabze, Ir is a divel- 
liſh invention, an inſtrument of warre,, weying a- 
bout 15 0 pounds of Caftile Tran,three fingers thick, 
with a narrow mouth, faſtened with knots, cimen- 
ted with roe, atdthis knot lying higher, the. pow- 
deris moiſtned and wet, that it may continue a 
time inthe Aire, before the report, which after- 
wards recoyleth from the mouth, which penetra- 

ting an houſe, rhough it hath fivefloores, it will 

paſſe through them all, and pierce through the 

whole edifice, and hath left the Bullet,i which is a 

little Morter, with a large mouth, like.the Gran- 

deer, but narrow on the contrary extremity. It is- 
reported they coſt 70 Duckets a piece. 


The morning before the battell arrived to-the 
French, 4 or 5 Pinnaces, loaden' with VVhite- 
meates, Wine, Sweet-meates, daynties, and neceſ 
fary proviſion, all which was left jn the Field, and 
gave our Army good refreſhment, In one of the 
Pinnaces were 6 pieces of Ordnance, and amongſt 
them one curious piece belonging tothe Cardinall- 
Richeleavu. The Fleete was onely in wantof men, , 
moſt of them leaving the Sea to give the aſſault 
by land, and it remaining at ſea, till the day > = 
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Ladies Birth, without a convenient tide, if thete 
we _ had buta ſmall Army by ſea,we had gained 
thatalſo. 


The Forts and Walls of Fowrereby, were much 
ruinated.efpecially a Curtaine called the > Opens, 
which lopked towards the Mountaine, which being 
broken by twelve Mines, the breach was fo large; 


that there was nodifficulty to enter it, and if wee 
had net ereQted a rampire or Countermure, fortifi« 


ed and ſupported with timber, which the demoli-. 


ſhed houfes afforded , wee could not well have 
held it. 


The Artillery did no greatdamage to the wall, 
but ratherto the Parapelts, on which the Bartery 
was made in foure places, by innumerable Cannon 
ſhot,for there paſſed nota day naturall (which con- 
ſiſts of 24 houres) wherein there were not accoun- 
ted 1200, and thequantity of the great ſhot was 
ſuch, tbar (as the French obſerved) our Artillery 


was cloyed thereby, and could not be of any uſe to 
us, without new carriages. 


We had not beene ſo well afſired of the place, 
had wee not beene affifted by the Women, who 
were. very cheerefull, ſome helping to dig in our 
trenches, others charging our w/ar ik with great 
expedition, and bringing poder and ſhot intheir 
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apparcelling themſelves inthe Habits of men; hia- 
ving the courage to skirmiſh with the enemy , 
whereſocver they ſhould give the afffuſt ;*with 
It is affirmed that the Marqueſſe of 7elezen- 
countred a noble Lady in that poſture with her 
Muſquet, reſt, and white ſafeguard :, who ſeei 
him faid, Jet.not your exceHency marvel," for 
yery day ſince the ſiege, I have diſcthargedtwo 
Muſquets, but this day more: And immediately 
Tag. 8 very gracefully,hisexcellency ſhew- 
inga reſpective remonGrance of Moyourto her fe- 
minine valour, es apr ties 
The lohabitants of Foweraby were ſb feeble,rhar 
it was ancextraordinary griefeto behold: for their 
houſes - for the moſt part were battered , andug- 
ſerviceable for uſe or ſhelter: and they hag nar 
above two Quintals of powder,havingwafted'850. 
The French gained many places ia Reutoria,where 
onely were remaining, but 15 houſes. 
The Covent of Montes was hbalfe burnt, ours 
ſcarcerecciyed any loſſeat all, before ſome of the 
Fathers of Bayoma came thither: and when wee
